On July 10, 2015, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) team comprised of Lieutenant Todd 
Weber, Sergeant David Ladjevic, and Sergeant Louis Vigil responded to Temple Station 
regarding an on-duty hit shooting. 


Suspect Tracey Harris sustained a gunshot wound to her left shoulder. She was 
subsequently transported to Huntington Memorial Hospital where she was treated for her 
injury. Deputies were not injured during this incident. 


Internal Affairs Bureau Lieutenant Todd Weber verified that the Temple Station Watch 
Commander, Lieutenant Ignacio Somoano, took reasonable steps to ensure the involved 
personnel and witness personnel did not discuss the incident among themselves or with 
uninvolved persons prior to being interviewed by the assigned investigators. Lieutenant 
Weber also ensured that Lieutenant Somoano knew the involved and witness personnel 
should not collectively consult with their representative. In addition, IAB Lieutenant 
Todd Weber confirmed the watch commander attempted to have the involved and 
witness personnel gather in the company of a supervisor until they had provided a 
statement to the assigned investigators. 


Upon their arrival IAB Investigators learned that there was an active command post and 
containment of the crime scene area. Investigators learned of the series of events 
which culminated in the deputy involved shooting involving Deputy Jeffrey Johnsen. 


Detective Steven Blagg and Detective Louie Aguilera from the Los Angeles County 
Sheriff's Homicide Bureau arrived and assumed control of the crime scene. For further

[Exhibit A]. 
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SYNOPSIS 


On July 10, 2015, Deputy Jeffery Johnsen, was assigned to Temple Station patrol as unit 
53H, days. Deputy Johnsen was working overtime in a one person car. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Johnsen's regular shift is PM overlap, hours to 
hours 


On July 10, 2015, at 1044 hours, Temple Station received a call of a person with a gun at 
HEY orkshire Road, Pasadena. The call stated a female threatened family members 
with a black gun, tag 122 [Exhibit A page 92]. The call was originally assi ned to 50S, 
Sergeant Julie Geary who was assisted by units 52T1, Deputy Han ea unit 55, 
Deputy Nunez = unit 53A, Deputy Rodarte | unit 53, Deputy Comporan 
| unit 5511, Deputy Silva #4 unit 53H, Deputy Johnsen #EEE unit 
58T1, Deputy Macias unit 57A, Deputy Roberts # and unit 52, Deputy 
Yu — Sergeant Geary and Deputy Johnsen acknowledged the call and 
responded to the location from Temple Station 


Deputy Johnsen showed himself “97” at 1051 hours, and Sergeant Geary showed 
herself “97” at 1053 hours, [Exhibit A page 92]. 


IAB Note: “97” is used to show the unit arrived at the location of the call. 


Deputy Johnsen and Sergeant Geary stopped their vehicles on the east curb line of 
Madre Avenue south of Yorkshire Road, facing north. While stopped on Madre Avenue 
Deputy Johnsen exited his vehicle and walked northwest across Madre Avenue toward 
Yorkshire Road, where he looked west on Yorkshire Road in an attempt to locate the 
suspect. Sergeant Geary remained in her vehicle as Deputy Johnsen looked for the 
suspect. Deputy Johnsen was unable to locate the suspect and returned to his vehicle. 
Deputy Johnsen entered his vehicle and they drove east on Yorkshire Road toward 
Lotus Street in order to locate the informant. 


IAB Note: Sergeant Geary was driving her vehicle in front of Deputy 
Johnsen, east on Yorkshire Road from Madre Avenue. 


As they drove east on Yorkshire Road, Deputy Johnsen looked in his rearview mirror and 
saw a male, Witness B waving his arms in the direction of Deputy Johnsen. Deputy 
Johnsen advised Sergeant Geary via “direct” radio traffic of the male flagging them 
down. 


IAB Note: “Direct” is a radio frequency used for car to car communication 
and is not repeated through the Sheriff's Communication 
Center (SCC). 
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Deputy Johnsen and Sergeant Geary tumed their vehicles around and drove west on 
Yorkshire Road toward Witness| Deputy Johnsen was now driving in front of 
Sergeant Geary. Deputy Johnsen contacted Witness [in the street directly in front 
of| Yorkshire Road, as Sergeant Geary stopped her vehicle on the east side of the 
location on the south curb line. 


After speaking with Witness B, Deputy Johnsen advised him to return to his 
residence and Deputy Johnsen moved his vehicle to the west of orkshire road.

Sergeant Geary exited her vehicle, took a position on the east side of the location, using 
the shrubbery as concealment. Sergeant Geary was armed with a Taser pending the 
arrival of assisting units.

IAB Note: Sergeant Geary routinely retrieves the Taser from her vehicle 
to provide it to assisting deputies. 


While Sergeant Geary was containing the east side, she saw Suspect Harris exit the 
location through the front door. As Suspect Harris exited the location Sergeant Geary 
saw what appeared to be the suspect's triceps, and believed the suspect had her hands 
raised. Suspect Harris continued walking north and stepped off the porch, at which 
time Sergeant Geary saw the suspect extend her arms and point a gun in her direction. 
Sergeant Geary yelled, “Drop it, drop it,” and threw the Taser to the ground. Sergeant 
Geary then yelled, “Johnsen 417,” as she moved to an area of concealment and drew 
her weapon. 


Suspect Harris continued to advance and said, “So Johnsen’s going to be the first to die 
today,” and fired one round in the direction of Sergeant Geary. Not knowing the 
whereabouts of Deputy Johnsen, Sergeant Geary did not return fire. Sergeant Geary 
then heard two to three gunshots from what appeared to be a different gun then the 
suspects and she believed Deputy Johnson was firing at the suspect. 


As Deputy Johnsen was walking south in the driveway of iE he heard 
a female voice which he did not recognize. “After hearing the female voice he looked 
through the bushes toward the front door of Yorkshire Road in an attempt to see 
who the female was that was talking. He did not see anyone near the front door and he 
began to walk north toward the street when he heard Sergeant Geary yell, “Johnsen, 
417.” Deputy Johnsen began running, when he heard a single gunshot. 
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Sergeant Geary returned to the sidewalk and saw Deputy Johnsen on the other side of 
the driveway and the suspect laying on the ground with the gun approximately three feet 
north of the suspects head. 


Deputy Johnsen arrived at the sidewalk, past the [NJ that divided ‘he a 


of and NM. ^s Deputy Johnsen past the foliage he looked to the 
west and saw a female standing in a “bladed” position south of the sidewalk in the 
driveway of MB Yorkshire Road. Deputy Johnsen did not see Sergeant Geary and 
believed Sergeant Geary had been shot. Deputy Johnsen fired three rounds from his 
duty weapon in the direction of Suspect Harris, striking her one time in the left arm. 


Suspect Harris went to the ground and Deputy Johnsen walked east on the sidewalk 
where he took cover behind a brick light pillar. Deputy Johnsen saw Sergeant Geary 
emerging from behind the foliage on the east side of Yorkshire Road as he 
maintained visual contact of the suspect. 


Deputy Johnsen notified responding units of the deputy involved shooting and 
maintained a visual on the suspect pending their arrival. Once assisting units arrived 
they took control of the suspect pending the arrival of paramedics. Suspect Harris was 
treated at the scene and transported to Huntington Memorial Hospital via ambulance. 


IAB NOTE: On January 20, 2016, Deputy District Dan Akemon 
of the Justice System Integrity Unit authored a letter of 
Opinion. DDA Akemon concluded that Deputy Johnsen 
acted in, “Lawful self-defense.”
